Pherson divorce case, testified that at the time he left Hd- 
monton for Winnipeg on June 8, 1931, he had no knowledge 
that his wife, Helen Mattern, was going to divorce him, he 
was confronted in the witness box on Friday morning with 
proof that the statement of claim in his wife's divorce action 
| had been served upon him at Edmonton on June 4, 1951, and 
| that in a letter to Mrs, Cora McPherson dated on the en- 
|velope May 25 of that year he had told her, “Il am hoping 
that Helen will proceed with the action with a minimum of 
delay.” 

Spectators were treated to a display of forensic fencing 
when George Van Allen, K.C., counsel for Mrs. McPherson 
with Neil Maclean, i<.C., in her action charging collusion, con- 
| fronted the former Government House aide-de-camp with the 
| love letter he had written to the wife of the Minister of Pub. 
| lic Works after she had left her husband's home. 


| Counsel Says “Perjury” 

| S. B. Woods, K.C., who is conducting the defence of Hon, 
|}O. L. McPherson against the charge of collusion, and who 
had called Capt, Mattern to swear to acts of adultery with 
Mrs, McPherson, objected to the love ietter being used as it 
was not divulged in the affidavit of documents filed by plains 
tiff's solicitor. 

Mr. Maclean was on his feet at once to the assistance of 
his colleague. “I can tell the court why this love letter of 
the witness to Cora McPherson was not listed in the affidavit 
of documents. I was called in to advise on the documents, 
|and [ advised that this letter was not relevant. to her case. 
j It was not relevant till last night, when we heard him give 
evidence which we believe to be perjury. It only became 
relevant when we heard his evidence.” 
| A recess was given to enable Mr. Woods to read this and 
another letter not as yet used in the case, after which he 
withdrew his objection. 

Capt. Mattern supported Hon, Mr, McPherson in saying 
that no collusion had taken place in connection with the Me- 
Pherson and Mattern divorce cases, and no arrangement had 
been made between the several principals. 


Makes Explanation 

The reference in a letter to Mrs, McPherson dated May 
25, 1931, before the Mattern suit was launched, in which he 
wrote, “Tam hoping that Helen will proceed with the action 
with a minimum of delay” was admitted by Capt. Mattern to 
refer to the divorce action, He explained his previous denial 
of knowledge by saying that on the night before he left his 
wife had asked him to take her with him to Winnipeg, and 
he had thought the action would not be proceeded with. 

A following sentence in the letter reading: “It may be 
too late now, but T couldn't very well take this step until I 
know that everything was arranged,” the witness said he 
“could not explain clearly,” but “thought” it had a reference 
to his having left home and taken a room in a down-town 
building before leaving for Winnipeg 


Divorce Considered Before 

Capt, Mattern admitted that for five years from 1916 to 
1921 there had been an estrangement between himself and his 
wife, and that he had heard she had gone to Reno at one time

Captain Roy Mattern, aide-de-camp to a former Lieut.- 
Governor of Alberta added a new sensation to the McPher- 
gon collusion trial when he went into the witness box on 
Thursday afternoon and told Mr: Justice Ford that on num- 


erous occasions he had had guilty relations with Mrs, Cora | 


McPherson, while she was wife of the Minister of Public 
Works. 
Then as an anti-climax he went on to narrate how after 


he had promised the Minister never to visit his wife again, | 


the Minister called him up on the phone and asked him to 
visit Mrs. McPherson, and finally drove his wife in his car 
to see Mattern in the Mattern apartment. 

The reason advanced by Hon. Mr. McPherson for his 
action, stated Capt. Mattern, was that Mrs. McPherson had 
threatened to commit suicide. 


‘Minister Tacitly Agreed 


In the end, stated Capt. Mattern, an arrangement was 
reached to which the Minister tacitly agreed that the alleged 
lovers would meet, but not so frequently as before. This 
visit and subsequent arrangement was made after the Min- 
ister’s wife had allegedly confessed to him that she was in 
love with Capt. Mattern, and had misconducted herself with 
him in the McPherson home. 

Capt. Mattern, who is a witness for Hon. Mr. McPherson 
told His Lordship that after he had accompanied Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson in a taxi from the McPherson home to the railway 
station and seen her off to Saskatoon, when she left the 
Minister's home for ever, he later received an invitation from 
her to meet her in Saskatoon. He said that on the follow- 
ing Saturday and Sunday nights he and Mrs. McPherson 
Stayed together at the Flanagan Hotel in Saskatoon, and 
occupied the same bed. He denied that he had ever sug- 
gested supplying “the usual hotel evidence” to enable the 
Minister and his own wife to get divorces and marry each 
an’ or that there had been any collusion in the Saskatoon 
visit. 


Denies Marriage Promise 


Heavy-set, pale and quietly-spoken, the witness denied 
that he had ever promised to marry Mrs. McPherson. He 
explained his action in breaking off the friendship after the 
two divorces were heard, by saying that Mrs. McPherson 
made too many demands on his leisure time and interfered 
with him by calling him up at his place of business. 

George Van Allen, K.C., had commenced his cross-ex- 


amination before the court adjourned on Thursday evening. | 
He took the witness over the marriage of the Matterns, | 
when they were teaching school in Alberta in 1915, and their |

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TWELVE BURNED TO DEATH 

Alberta's fire record for a year is always an 
agonizing report. For 1932 it is less tragic than 
for the preceding year Only” twelve persons 
were burned to death im the province last year, 
against 24 during 1931 

The lower mortality showing was evidently 
something of an accident, since fires were nearly as 
numerous, 1937, against 2067. The property damage 
amounted to $2.493.491. For the preceding year it 
was $3,131,728. That the loss was smaller was also 
a matter of “luck” rather than management. It 
just happened that the buildings destroyed were 
less valuable. 

The terrible feature of the report is that 75 per 
cent of the fires were caused by carelessness. That 
is, three out of each four. Cleaning clothes with 
gasoline, neglecting to repair chimneys and stove 
pipes, dropping cigarette and cigar stubs on inflam- 
mable material, children playing with matches, 
overheated stoves; these are enumerated as in- 
stances of carelessness which contributed most 
largely to the fatalities and destruction 

Assuming the deaths to have been divided in 
proportion, nine out of the twelve persons who died 
through fire died as the result of somebody's care- 
lessness. That should shock the unthinking and 
neglectful citizen out of his apathy, and cause him 
to see that none of the fatalities to be reported next 
year will be chargeable to his account 


HITLER SPRINGS A SURPRISE 

Those who hoped and those who feared that 
Hitler would rattle the sabre in the Reichstag on 
Wednesday were disappointed, the latter pleas- 
antly. It was a moderate speech, not only as coming 
from Hitler, but in itself. With minor changes it 
might have been delivered by Stresemann 

France is amazed at its moderation. So, prob- 
ably, are all the other countries in Europe. For 
that the world is undoubtedly indebted to President 
Roosevelt's appeal to the nations to scrap their 
weapons of offence and join in an effort to save 
the world from economic ruin. 

With the substance of the speech there must be 
a wide measure of agreement, outside Germany. 
A country of 65,000,000 people cannot be kept per- 
manently disarmed in the centre of an armed 
continent, against its will The thing simply cannot 
be done. Europe must disarm, offensively, or 
Germany will arm, whether the neighbors like it 
or not. How, when and to what extent it will arm 
are matters of detail. 

The other side of the case is that the nations 
have something more urgently important just now 
than forging weapons with which to destroy each 
other, If they do not set their economic affairs 
in erder no amount of armament can save them 
from anarchy. That is their common enemy, and 
it must be met in London next month. Hitler's 
speech clears the way for united action there that 
would not be possible if the nations must stand 
shivering in expectation of war 


MORE FEDERAL HELP, NOT 
LESS 

Premier Bracken of Manitoba has been con-

THE MUSICAL FESTIVAL 

One of the most remarkable developments in 
the social life of this province has been the growth 
of the musical festival. 

Shortly after Alberta assumed the status of a 
province, a gtoup of musicians in Edmonton 
organized and carried through here with marked 
success a ‘feast of music” that was provineial in 
character as well as in name. A provincial gather- 
ing of the kind has been held in every succeeding 
year, in one or other of the cities 

Not only so. District festivals soon made their 
appearance, proved popular, and have increased in 
numbers with the years. There must now be a 
score of these local events, held annually in all 


parts of the province, from Peace River to the 
international boundary. Competitors from points 
in central and northern Alberta are at present 
gathered in Edmonton for one of these district 


festivals, to run for the remainder of the week 

How large a part these annual competitive 
gatherings have played in the development of a 
taste for good music and in the cultivation of 
musical talent can of course never be known. But 
that their influence has been tremendous cannot 
be doubted. The fact that the festivals are carried 
on, in growing numbers, year after year, in good 
times and bad, bespeaks the popular appreciation 
of their value 

Albertans are a music-loving people. But the 
growth of the musical festival, in numbers ana 
recognized importance, must have far out-run the 
expectations of the founders 

The high quality of the talent displayed at the 
provincial competitions has been attested by 
adjudicators from distant parts of the continent and 
from the old lands. That the musical festival will 
continue to hold its place among the established

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THE VICTORIAN ORDER 

On This Date, in 1898 a royal 
charter the 
Royal Victorian Order of Nurses. 
This organization was born cut 
of a desire expressed in 1897 by 
the then Countess of Aberdeen 
(now the Marchinoess) that the 
women of Canada should present 
some national memorial in honor 
of Queen Victoria's diamond 
jubilee.

Editor Bulletin:—Ali our prom- 
inent financiers and economists 
are agreed that for a nation with 
such a limited population we have 
a colossal debt. Our federal debt 
is now over 3 billions of dollars 
which bears interest at 412 per 
cent, this rate is probably below 
the mark but it will answer for 
illustration. When the debts of 


our Provincial and Municipal 
governments are added it 
amounts to more than 7 billions 


the total bearing interest averag- 
ing about 5 per cent, in our an- 
alysis we will say 4% per cent for 
the following estimate. This en- 
tails an annual charge of $315.- 
000,000 that has to be met out of 
taxation or from further borrow- 
ing. In 1913 our total government 
debt was slightly under $1,400,- 
000,000 and during the past twenty 
years it has increased over five 
fold, after making a generous 
allowance for the cost of the war 
and of government we have prov- 
ed conclusively that we cannot 
meet the interest on our debt to- 


gether with the cost of govern- 
ment from taxation, only by 
additional borrowing and if we 


keep on pyramiding our interest 
bearing obligations it will only be 
a few years before we are finan- 
cially crushed beneath the 
burden 

Our only means for meeting our 
national obligations is from the 
various methods of taxation to-

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“Brain Trust” Not Popular 


Perhaps the most surprising. thing about Frank-+ 
lin Roosevelt is his extraordinary unpopularity ih 
Washington. He seems to be just as cordially dis- 
liked at the Capital as he is beloved by the great 
masses of Amreican citizens. At every street 
corner, in every club, among Congressmen and 
Senators, higher officials and the rank and file 
of the civil service, you hear denunciations of the 
Roosevelt methods, the Roosevelt policies. You 
hear gloomy forecasts of the terrible things that 
are going to happen, not only to the United States, 
but to the world at large, because this “boy” 
president insists upon playing with economic 
dynamite. ‘ 

Roosevelt has ended the reign of Wall Street, 
of the big interests, at the White House. In fact, 
he has moved to the left towards radicalism so 
rapidly that influential Democratic newspapers 
like the Baltimore Sun and the New York Times 
are viewing him askance, wondering where the 
Roosevelt parade is going, if the leader himself is 
even remotely aware of the destination. 

And as a matter of fact Roosevelt freely admits 
tiat while he knows where he would like to go, 
he is not sure how he is going to get there. He 
wants to bring back Prosperity, and he means to 
tinker with the economic machinery until some- 
thing happens. He has a delightful aptitude for 
explaining his intentions by homely illustrations. 
And the very nature of these illustrations sends 
cold shivers down the spines of the most faithful 
of Democratic leaders, such as the two newspapers 
just mentioned 

For example, Roosevelt likens himself to a foot- 
ball quarterback. When his inflation bill sent 
prices upward, he explained to the press men that 
this was equivalent to gaining a first down, but 
that he hadn't yet doped out the next play. Or 
he likens his job to that of a mechanic who is 
trying to fix a nice new car which declines to go. 
The machine looks in perfect repair, the gas tank 
is full, the starter is working. He must keep tink- 
ering and experimenting until the cylinders begin 
to fire. When he brings down a policy he usually 
remarks that it may succeed, but, if not, he will 
try something else. When these policies involve 
upheavals in currency, tariffs, credit, banking and 
so forth, the nerve condition of the big interests 
may be imagined. 

These things alone would not produce Roose- 
velt’s unpopularity at Washington. The real reason 
is that he has chosen to surround himself with a 
small group of advisers and counsellors known as 
the “Brain Trust.” drawn largely from the ranks 
of university professors. These men are all young, 
inexperienced, somewhat irresponsible, and col- 
lectively they have displayed a mental fertility in 
the way of legislation which has reduced Con- 
gress to a state of utter exhaustion. Run-o-mine 
legislators simply cannot keep up with the uni- 
versity dons who dictate Roosevelt's legislation. — 
Washington correspondent of Winnipeg Free Press. 


THAT TARIFF BOARD 

The Bennett Government did not emerge from 
the Tariff Board discussion in the House of Com- 
mons the other night with added prestige. Not 
even the Prime Minister's spirited defense of the 
increase from $12,000 to $15,000 in the salary of the 
new Chairman, Judge Sedgewick, carried entire 
conviction as to the present necessity or wisdom 
of the moye. The two other Tariff Board mem- 
bers, Messrs. Charles Hebert of Montreal and 
Milton N. Campbell, former Progressive member 
for Mackenzie, were treated contemptuously by 
front-bench Liberal in their observations. And 
when the smoke of battle had subsided over the 
Commons it seemed more certain than ever that 
the Administration's Tariff Board action will go 
down in the electors’ books as one of the least 
meritorious of the Bennett regime. 


In different times a Tariff Board Chairman 
may be entitled to a $3,000 increase in salary— 
after he has been on the job more than a few 
wecks. But it was ill-advised disregard of nation- 
al psychology to flaunt an increase of that char- 
acter in the faces of needy Canadians at this time. 
Messrs Hebert and Campbell, who are to receive 
$10,000 per year for their services as Tariff Com- 
missioners, may, in time, justify their appointments, 
but at the moment they do not loom as the “out- 
standing men of the Dominion” whom the Govern- 
ment promised to select as Tariff Commissioners. 
Toronto Globe 


NEWS TO THE FARMER 

In 1930 Mr. Bennett said in his Winnipeg speech 
that “I will make the tariffs fight for you. I will 
use them to blast a way into markets which have 
been closed to you.” A journalistic admirer sug- 
gests that this is “exactly what Mr. Bennett has 
done,” that “he has made his tariffs fight for the 
farmers; has shown that tariffs are not for the 
manufacturer alone.” 


This will be news to Canadian farmers. They 
will laugh when they hear it, but we fear that their 
laughter will be rather bitter. 

In the calendar year 1930, when Mr. Bennett 
promised to “blast a way” into markets which were 
then closed, Canada's exports stood at over $905,- 
000,000. In the calendar year 1932, after two years 
of “blasting,” they stood at less than $502,000,000. 
True, prices had in the meantime declined; but 
for the farmer they had declined far more on the 
things he sells than on the things he is compelled 
to buy. He will be glad to hear that Mr. Bennett's 
tariffs have been fighting for him, but will suspect 
that this war, like others, has cost more than it is 
worth, and has only resulted in impoverishing the 
contestants.—Toronto Star 

FASTEST MILITARY ‘PLANE 

That England's lead in the design and con- 
struction of military aircraft, first established five 
years ago and held ever since, is likely to be main- 
tained in future is the implication of an announce- 
ment by the Air Ministry that a new single-seater 
fighter which is now going through official trials 
is expected to attain a speed of 250 miles an hour 
with full load on board. Such a velocity is well 
outside the known capabilities of any foreign mili- 
tary airplane, 

British warplanes were first to reach speeds of 
200 miles an hour. The attainment of 250 miles 
per hour which means also that for the first time 
400 kilometers an hour is exceeded, represents an- 
other big step forward, another triumph of British 
design and engineering skill. 

The wirplane, which is stated by the Air Min- 
istry to be the fastest military aircraft in the world, 
is an experimental development of the Hawker 
“Fury” biplane which is present-day standard 
equipment of the “interception” single-seater fight- 
er squadrons of the Home Defence Force. ‘Trials 
have already shown that the formidable speed of 
250 miles per hour should be easily realized in the 
official test flights—British Anreraft Society,

Dinner—Roast mutton, carrots roasted with 
meat, summer squash, salad of lettuce and tomatoes, 


Jello or Jell-Well, whipped cream if desired. 
WEDNESDAY: Breakfast—Cottage cheese, sliced 
pineapple (fresh or canned), Lunch—Cooked string 
beans, baked potatoes, turnip salad. Dinner — 
Broiled steak, ‘*escalloped celery, spinach, ripe 


olives, cup custard. 

THURSDAY: Breakfast—French omelet, toasted 
cereal biscuit, stewed prunes. Lunch—Fresh acid 
fruit, all desired of one kind. Dinner—Roast pork, 
baked ground carrots and beets, McCoy salad 

| (lettuce, tomatoés and cucumbers), apple whip. 

FRIDAY: Breakfast—Baked eggs, Melba toas!, 
stewed apricots. Lunch—One pint of fresh butter- 
milk, 10 or 12 dates, Dinner—Broiled white fish, 
stewed tomatoes, salad of vegetables molded in 
gelatin (chopped celery, string beans and tomatoes), 


no dessert. 

SATURDAY: Breakfast—Dish of berries, with 
milk or cream (no sugar). Lunch—Steamed car- 
rots with chopped parsley and butter; Spinach; 
Shreded lettuce Dinner—Asparagus-tomato clear 
soup; Sliced yellow cheese, Greens; Cooked cucum- 
ber; Salad of cold cokoed sliced beets; Pineapple- 


almond cream. 

*ESCALLOPED CELERY: Thoroughly wash a 
bunch of celery and cut the stalks into half-inch 
Jengihs. Cook in a small amount of water for about 
fifteen minutes, then add a cup of milk and four 
tablespoonfuls of melba toast crumbs. After this 
has cooked, stir in two whoie beaten eggs. Place 
a layer of melba toast crumbs in the bottom of a 
baking dish, add this mixture, cover the top with 
the crumbs, and bake while covered for about 
twenty minutes in a hot oven. For the last few 
minutes remove the lid and allow to slightly brown 


on top. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Benita J. writes: “I have had con- 
stipation and indigestion all my life. Recently I 
have had welts come out all over my body, es- 
pecially after eating ice cream. What could be the 
cause?” 

ANSWER: You have probably developed a ser- 
ious case of auto-intoxication as the result of your 
prolonged constipation. This condition usually is 
responsible for welts (uticaria) such as you notice 
on your body. When a person is in this condition, a 
particular food will seem to bring the lumps to the 
skin. An exclusive diet of some acid fruit for a 
few days, followed by a well-balanced menu, is 
usually all that is necessary to overcome this ten- 
dency. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Inez O. writes: “I read your 
article recommending fasting for absorbing a clot 
of blood from the brain. I know a woman who had 
a stroke from a clot of blood on the brain thirteen 
years ago that somewhat paralyzed her right side 
She hasn't spoken a word since. She moves her 
lips and mumbles away, but cannot even say ‘yes’ 
| or ‘no.’ Do you think fasting would cure a case of 
| such long standing? She is about forty-five, weight 
| one hundred and fifty, and is the picture of health.” 

ANSWER: I am sure your friend would be 
helped by fasting, but it would take a fast of two 
or three weeks to accomplish good results. The 
best plam would be to have her go to some doctor 
in the city who understands the fasting cure—who 
would encourage her and watch her case during 
the fast.

Chancellor Adolf Hitler, of 
Germany, told the German 
Reichstag Wednesday that his 
generation had suffered too 


much from the insantty of war 
“to visit the same upon others.” 
Without solution of the dis- 
armament problem lasting 
economic. reconstruction was 
unthinkable. 

He pledged that Germany 
would go ahead as far as any 
nation in disarming, even to 
the extent of scrapping her 
whole military equipment pro- 


vided other powers did the 
same. 

The United States peace 
message to 54 nations has 


brought much comment in the 
world press. Of particular in- 
terest is Germany's reaction to 
the pronouncement. “What in 
your opinion is the significance 
of Hitler's stand on the dis- 
armament and peace question?” 
The Bulletin’s Inquiring Re- 
porter asked citizens, 
The opinions given follow: 
MAYOR D. K. KNOTT: “It would 
appear to me that Hitler is choos- 
ing the only course left open to 
Germany at the present time in 
supporting world peace I doubt 
very much whether that nation is 
at present in a strong enough 
financial position to afford a 
militaristic attitude. The Great 
War taught her a lesson which 
she is not likely to forget 
several generations, and it would 
seem likely that the German Re- 
public will not allow its leaders to 
lead the people again into such a 
disastrous conflict 
If Germany is as financially 
weak as we have every reason to 
beleive following the huge lesses 


sustained in the World War, then 
Hitler is only taking a_ logical 
stand in advising disarmament 
and peace. All the world powers 


are taking a pacifist attitude and 
it behooves Germany to fall in 
line. We hope that she is genuine 
in that attitude.”
